Sir, 


Referring to the Director’s letter of the 8th inst., I have the honor to state that, for the 
purpose of supplying the cabinet with a complete set of Proof Coins of the current year it has 
been the custom to exchange at the face value a full set for a like amount and a voucher given for 
the payment of the same to the Curator of the Cabinet, chargeable to the appropriation for ores 
and coins. The proceeds held by the Coiner to be accounted for as bullion at the annual 
settlement. 


The Annual Proof Coins are furnished the Cabinet the same as medals are, and do not 
enter into circulation and therefore do not appear upon the monthly statement, or on the Cashiers 
Books the Coiner making the exchange for the accommodation of the Mint Cabinet.
